DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group I, claim(s) 1-22, drawn to compositions comprising: i) (IS, c/s)-4-[2-amino-6- 
(cyclopropylamino)-9H-purin-9-yl]-2-cyclopentene-1 -methanol or a pharmaceutically 
acceptable derivative thereof; ii) (2R,c/s)-4-amino-1-(2-hydroxymethyl-1,3-oxathiolan-5- 
ylH1 H)-pyrimidin-2-one or a pharmaceutically acceptable derivative thereof; and iii) a 
phannaceuticaliy acceptable highly compressible carrier 

Group II, claim(s) 25-26, drawn to a method of treating, reversing, reducing or inhibiting 
retroviral infections comprising administering said composition. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special technical 
feature of the inventions is the composition comprising the two active agents and a 
highly compressible carrier. Each of the two active constituents are known individually in 
the art, as well as a composition comprising a mixture of the two active agents (see 
applicant-cited references: European Patent Specification Number 0434450, WO 
96/06844, WO 91/17159, and WO 96/30025) Therefore, the compositions as claimed 
do not define a contribution over the prior art and restriction is proper.
